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1, Ameeting was seld at the Tewn Plant in “eustatit/Orla (4 5./3 €47 on 
10 January 1950. The managers of all wire weaving piants Lavolved in 
the production prograin were present. Reoreseutatives of the Soviet 
Control Commission were: Sobolev, veouty of tne General hudenko, 
Chief Engineer Mrs, Sharniki, allegedly from the Berlin sranch of tne 
Soviet Foreign Trade Ministry in Moscow, and two minor officials not 

‘known to source. 


a. The spokesman of the Yoviets was Sobolev. He first announced tray 
firms would receive no reparation orders during 1950, Tne new order vould 
be given by tue voviet foreign Trade viinistr,. ui this occasion ne 
introduced Cnief ingineer vrs. Sharniki. 


b. At the beginnin, of the meeting he declared tuat t.ic Soviet Unior 
would need 60,000 .9 70,00 scuare meters of wire weavings in 1950. 
lhe representatives of tre firms unanimously repiied tnat it wouid be 
{mpossibic to deliver such an amount considerin; tre stipulations 
made by the Soviets (1. €o warp thread shifts not excecuzng VU 

, microns). ‘fhe small firms would i211 out aluost completely because they 
do not have tne «ach nery needed for this précision work. At best a 
monthly production tot+ling 700 scuare .eters could be expected. 


ec. Sobolev then asked tiie firms to make suggestions regarding the pro- 
duction ingrease and it wis stated tuat more tnen LoOnew Loos would nave 
to be Set up, new houses built and especially mmy skilled weavers, 
nard..y to be found, -. wouid have to be employed. The Verartant in .eu- 
stadt «lone would need 400 additional worknen before it couid reach 

the reculred annual ouhout. , 


d, Sobolev tuen sugsested that instead of tne improved weaving “of 

10,000 nesh a weaving of 7,000 mesh per square centimeter be manulacturea 
and a sironger wire used(a wire with a diameter of 0.050 to 0.055 mi). 

The mesh width of thie weaving would only te an insignificant crane 
compared to the 10,000 mesh weaving and a Larger amount with only few de=- — 
fects could be manufactured. ‘The firms accepted tuis progos:1 but Lney 
did fot consent to any Co.aiytments regarding tre warp tauread suifts 4s 
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they eid not have any vrevious ea erience i: the okhuUrncbure ol Lals 
weaving.
